This is the action taken by the state 
democratic executive committee at 
meeting in the Kimball house ball room 
sestcrday, and this was only arrived at 
efter the consideration of some ten or 
twelve resolutions and substitutes and 
after a discussion lasting two hours. 

Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
Hon. Samuel C. Adams, of Savannah, to 
fill the unexpired term of Judge Lewis. 
Judge Adams will not be a candidate for 
reelection. 

This means that there will be a 
free-for-all race for the supreme court 
justiceship among democrats in the gen- 
eral election of October 1, and only in the 


‘e@vent-ef. a candidate who is not a dem- 
* ocrat appearing in the field will there 


be a nothination made by the committee. 
In Such case the committee would be 
called together by Chairman E. T. Brown 
to take whatever action it might dcem 
proper under the circumstances. 

The ‘resolution as adopted by the com- 
mittee by a vote of 21 to 15 was introduc- 
ed by Hon. Boykin Wright, of Augusta, 
present attorney general. It is as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That this committee take 
no action as to nominating a candi- 
date for justice of the supreme court 
unless some one other than a dem- 
ocrat should offer for said office, in 
which event the chairman shall at 
ence convene this committee to se- 
lect a democratic candidate. 

This resolution was also adopted after 
6 disvussion in which the friends of the 
candidates or of those who expect to be 
candidates figured extensively.

EARLY PRIMARY WAS HOT 
OPPOSED BY CANDIDATES 


Only Eight Days Left in Which 
Voters May Register—Commit- 
tee’s Action Not a Surprise. 
Captain Howell Resigns 

"at Once. 


The municipal white primary will be 
held October 1, instead of November 4, 
as was originally decided by the city 
executive committee. The registration 
books for the primary will close Septem- 
ber 18—just ten days from today—and 
the executive committee will meet at 
noon, October 2, in the council chamber, 
to consolidate the primary votes and de- 
clare the nominees for the regular city 
election. : 

This was determined yesterday after- 
noon during a called meeting of the city 
executive committee. The committee 
was evenly divided over the question of 
changing the primary date from’ Novem- 
ber 4 to October 1—twelve voting for the 
change and twelve against—the tie vote 
being broken by Chairman Charles _ T. 
Hopkins voting in favor of the earlier 


date. 

As a result of this action of the com- 
mittee, Councilman E. P. Howell will 
tender his resignation, to take effect im- 
mediately. 

Alderman Johnson and Alderman Wood- 
ward state that they will not resign.

Withdrew Former. Letter. 

There was no opposition to the change 
in date on the part of any of the cand- 
dates, and during the meeting a com- 
munication was read from Forrest Adair, 
chairman of the Evan P. Howell cam- 
paign committee, stating that Captain 
Howell was perfectly satisfied to accept 
any action the executive committee 
might decide to take on the subject.

The board of deacons of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church decided unanimously last 
night not to rescind its proposition on 
alien baptism and Dr. Broughton stands 
indorsed in' the views he has maintained 
on a question of baptism which is abou: 
to cause a split among some of the Bap- 
tists in Georgia. 

The action of the board of deacons 
means that all professing Christians who 
have been immersed by a minister of 
any denomination can become a member 
of the Tabernacle Baptist church by let- 
ter or on application without being bap- 
tised again. This ig held by some to be 
against sound Baptist doctrine and was 
so declared by the Stone Mountain as- 
sociation last week. 

After official action had been taken py 
a Baptist convention much interest has 
been manifested about what the Taber- 
nacle Baptist church would do. It has 
been intimated that if it did not recede 
from its position on alien baptism it 
would be shut out from fellowship with 
the other Baptist churches. 

He Never Wavered. 

Dr. Broughton never wavered from 
his position and he said he was willing to 
place the matter in the hands of his 
board of deacons. If the board had de- 
cided against the pastor it is probable 
that he might have resigned. ; 

When the board of deacons acted last 
night it. passed upon an official paper 
which is to go before the congregation 
Wednesday night after the prayer meet- 
ing services.. The paper .is said to be a 
very interesting church document. It will 
not be given out until Wednesday night, 
the board deciding to keep ms cv...ciuis 
from the public until after the congrega- 
tion had acted upon it. |

Action Was Unanimous. 

It was announced, however; that the 
action of the board had been unanimous 
ang that the deacons had refused to re- 
cede from the position the church had al- 
ready taken in regard to alien baptism. 
It has been incorporated in the laws of 
the church that all persons already bap- 
tised by immersion, no matter what the 
denomination of the officiating clergy- 
Man may have been, are eligible for mem- 
bership without a second baptism. The 
Tabernacle Baptist church now stands 
squarely upon that platform. What effect 
this will have upon the relations of the 
Tabernacle with the other Baptist 
churches is a question which is of con- 
ee interest to all church-going peo- 
ple.

BRIDGES ARE GUhu DED 
TO PREVENT ESCAPE 


Murrell Turns State’s Evidence and 
Tells How $75,000 Was Paid 
for Franchise—St. Louis Is 
Startled by the 
Story.

St. Louls, September 8.—A sensation was 
caused today by the issuance of bench 
warrants for the arrest of eighteen mem- 
bers and fornier members of the house of 
delegates on the confession of Delegate 
J. K. Murrell, who fied to Mexico last 
spring, after being indicted for bribery 
by the December grand jury, in connec- 
tion with the alleged boodling opera- 
tions of the municipal assembly in rela- 
tion to the granting of street railroad 
franchises, who unexpectedly returned 
to the city and surrendered. Murrell is 
now in the custody of Circuit Attorney 
Folk, and will, it is stated, be granted 
immunity from punishmeng for turning 
state’s evidence,

Released on Bonds of $30,000. 

Warrants were served on E. E. Murrell, 
Schnettier, Albright, Robertson, Helms, 
Gutke, Faulkner, Schumacher and Han- 
nigan. Albright and Faulkner were r& 
leased on bonds of $30,000 each. The 
others arrested were allowed to go to 
their respective homes in the custody of 
deputy sheriffs, Who will remain with the 
accused until they shall have furnished 
surety for their apfoarance in court when 
the cases are ealled for trial. With the 
exception of Wiliam ‘Tamblyn, who was a 
member of the last house of delegates, 
and is now said to be in Cleveland, all 
the indicted delegates are believed to be 
in the city. 

The police are watching the bridges

the indicted men to remain long out of the 
hands of the law.

New York, September 8&.—(Special.)—As 
a result of the delicate surgical opera- 
tion which the physicians thought neces- 
Sary to save his life, Bradford B. Mc- 
Gregor, the young Standard Oil million- 
aire, lies dead at this home in Mamaro- 
neck, while Dr. J. Willis Hazzler, who 
performed the operation, is in a critial 
condition from injuries received in a 
collision in Philadelphia. 

Mrs. McGregor, who wedded the young 
man just before the operation, that she 
might nurse him back to health if possi- 
ble, and who became a widow within 
thirty-six hours from the time she be- 
came a bride, is prostrated from shock 
and exhaustion. 

Dr. Hazzler, with Dr. Lenny, of Phila- 
delphia, administered the ether before 
the operation. A dispatch from Phila- 
delphia today says Dr, Hazzier was hurt 
in a collision, and that his condition is 
very serious.

CARTER’S PALS 
NOT SAFE YET 


Marion Erwin Says He Will 
Again Attempt to Land 
Gaynor and Greene, 


Washington, September 8.—Marion Er- 
win, the special assistant to the attorney 
general in the prosecution of Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter and Messrs. Greene and 
Gaynor in the cases involving alleged big 
frauds in government engineering work 
in Savannah, today discussed the status 
of that litigation. He had just returned 
from New York, where he went in con- 
nection with civil suits to recover $500,000 
of assets to the government. 

Regarding the Greene and Gaynor ex- 
tradition matter, Mr. Erwin said: 

“Judge Caron’s decision in reversing 
Judge Andrews’ judgment and in dis- 
chagging the prisoners from custody be- 
fore we could have our hearing before 
the extradition commissioners is by no 
means regarded by the department of 
justice as ending our efforts to accomplish 
the extradition. It is true that we have 
no appeal under the laws of ‘Canada from 
the decision of Judge Caron in discharg- 
ing the prisoners. It makes no difference 
how many judges may decide that our 
proceedings were well fogmded, as Judge 
Andrews decided in this case, ff the pris- 
oners can find one judge who will decide 
otherwise and free them, there {fs no ap- 
peal from such a judgment, however er- 
roneous 

“This is not true under the United 
States laws. In such a case, the foreign 
government has a right to appeal to the 
United States supreme court. The United 
States employed in Canada the ablest 
counsel that could be obtained there and 
the latter have no doubt of the correct- 
ness of Judge Andrews’ decision holding 
that extraditable offenses were charged. 
. While we have no appeal, I will not 
say that we are entirely without remedy. 
Whatever remedies exist will be applied 
in the proper way at te proper time. 
Meantime, the defendants are practically 
compelled to keep close te their city of 
refuge. It is sufficient to say that the 
extradition proceedings are not ended.”

MAINE GUES 
FOR COV. KENT 


Republicans Have a Plurality: of 


27,000 for Governor and 
Elect All Congressmen, 


Portiand, Me., September &.—Maine 
rolled up a big offff-year plurality for 
the republicans in the election today, it 
approximating 27,000 in comparison with 
12,000 for the average of other years. 
Complete returns will be very late owing 
to the remoteness of many towns. Fig- 
ures from. 240 cities and towns give Hill, 
rebublican, 40,962; Gould, democrat, 24,587. 
The same towns two years ago gave Hill, 
republican, 47,431; Lord, democrat, 27,754. 

The legislature while as usual, strongly 
republican, will have an uncommon num- 
ber of democratic members, some of the 
strongest republican towns of the state 
electing representatives of that party. 
The senate will have one democrat in 
thirty-one members, L. M, Staples, of 
Knox county. 

In the first congressional dtstrict, Con- 
gressman Amos L. Allen, republican, was 
re-elected over Dr. Seth C. Gordon, of 
Portland, democrat; and Fred E. Irish, 
socialist, with a plurality of about 5,500, 
as against a plurality of 7,000 two years 
ago. 

“Mr. Allen, who succeeded Hon. Thomas 
B. Reed for whom he was secretary, ran 
behind his ticket in York and Cumber- 
land counties. Dr. Gordon's § personal 
popularity contributed to this result. 

An incident was the increase in the 
socialist vote, increasing ffrom 70 of two 
years ago to 300 this year in Portland 
alone. 

In the fourth district, owing to its great 
area, the returns will not be complete 
until late tomorrow, but the estimate is 
that Congressman Powers, republican, 
has been re-elected by a plurality of 7,000 
over Thomas White, democrat. In the 
third dfstrict Congressman Burleigh got 
the prohibitionist vote and ran slightly

DEATH ROBBED 
MOB OF VICTIM 


Negro Murderer Died Just 
As-Lynchers Were About 
to Seize Him. 


Osceola, Ark., September 8.—Death rob- 
bed a mob of a victim here tonight 
when “Baldy’’ Taylor, a negro, died in 
the county jail at 8 o'clock. 

Yesterday afternoon when the train of 
the Deckerville, Luxora and Great North- 
ern railroad pulled into Luxora Taylor 
entered the coach for white passengers 
and upon being told that he was in, the 
wrong coach, the negro pulled a revolver 
and began firing at random. Eugene R, 
Hughes, a. prominent lumberman and 
planter, of Rosa, -Ark., was mortally 
wounded; H. G. FiSher, inspector for the 
Three States Lumber Company, received 
a fatal wound, and E. W. Shudy, als6 a 
lumberman, was slightly wounded. 

Taylor was shot in the breast and it 
was thought onby slightly wounded. He 
was arrested and taken to Osceola jail, 
while the three white men were cared 
for by local physicians. During the 
night a mob formed with the avowed pur- 
pose of lynching the negro. Sheriff Sam 
Bowen and a guard of deputies stood 
guard at the jail and refused to deliver 
the negro to fhe mob. Whe Yatter dis- 
persed until thts morning, when it was 
said reinforcements would arrive and 
an attack upon the jail begun. At 9 a. 
m. it was announced that Hughes had 
died from his injurtes and that Fisher 
could not five twenty-four hours. This 
announcement caused more excitement, 
and late today the mob again formed to 
intercept Sneériff Bowen in an attempt to 
spirit the negro away to Little Rock. 
Later, Dr. Collier was seen to hastily 
enter the jail and in a few minutes he 
emerged with the statement that Tay- 
lor had died from his wound. The mob 
immediately dispersed and all is again 
quiet. Fisher is in a desperate condition,

In declining the invitation extended to 
him by Governor Candler this morning 
he expressed great regret that he should 
be so near Georgia soil and not be able 
to visit his mother's native state.

While he did 
not state specifically that he would come 
to Atlanta in November, the fact that ne 
intends going to Memphis and San An- 
tonio during that month and the state- 
ment that Atlanta and San Antonlo wers 
two places which he most desired to visit, 
is taken as an indication that he will 
come to Atlanta if ' possible. 

The Atlanta delegation, headed by Co! 
onel Robert J. Lowry, of the governor's 
staff, who had been detailed to present 
Candler's invitation to the 
president, arrived in Chattanooga: over 
the Western and Atlantic road at 1 
o'clock this morning. The party was up 
by 6 o'clock, as it was Yearned that the 
president would have practically every 
minute of the day taken up. When hs 
learned of the presence of Colonel Lowry 
and party President Roosevelt expressed 
a willingness to meet them at quarter to 
9 o'clock, directly after breakfast. He 
could spare but five minutes, however, 38 
he had an engagement at ten minutes to 
9 o’clock to receive a delegation from 
Memphis, who wanted him to visit the 
preserve of the Ozark Hunting Club and 
assist its members tn ridding the island of 
the bears and wildcats which are said to 
abound off the coast of Arkansas. Neces- 
sarily a matter of such all-appealing im- 
portance would take time to consider and 
a longer audience could not well be ar- 
ranged for the Atlantans.

After an address of welccme in behalf 
of the state by Governor McMillin and 
an address by Grand Master Sargent, in- 
terspersed with music, President Roose- 
velt was introduced by Acting

addressed the-convention as ‘‘My broth- 
‘rs,’’ -he was greeted again. He said he 
was glad to be here and join with the 
others in extending a cordial welcome 
to the visitors from Canada. wnd Mexico.

“I always have, gentlemen, admired 
greatly the railroad men oi.the country, 
and I do not see how any one 
who believes.in the fundamental princi- 
ples, of citizenship can fail to do so.”’ 

He compared the railroad men to sol- 
diers who are accustomed to _ taking 
risks, acting on .their own: initiative and 
obeying orders. In raising his own regi- 
ment, he said, he got a numbers of rail- 
road men. Of course, the first requisite 
was that a man-should know how to 
ride and how to shoot. Giving them 
these two-qualities he found there was no 
better group from which soldiers could 
be- drawn than railroad men. 

The president. said he hoped and be- 
lieved that the danger of war would b> 
less in the future than it has in the past. 
At the opening of .the twentieth century 
we face conditions vastly changed from 
a century ago, “We as a people find 
awaiting us problems whieh need our 
vest thoughts to solve them.* The presi- 
dent. referred to the good work ac- 
complished by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen. , 

Believes in Organized Labor. 

“I believe emphatically,’ he said, “in 
organized labor. The worth of an or- 
ganization dependcs upon ‘its being han- 
died with the courage, the skill, the

It is a good thing that’ there 
should be a large body of our fellow 
citizens who exercise the old qualities of 
courage, daring and resolute, unflinching 
willingness to meet danger at need, and 
that there should be a profession whose 
members must year in and year out dis- 
play these qualities. I hope to sce all 
our people develop the. softer, gentler 
virtues to an ever increasing degree, but 
1 hope never to see them lose the sterner 
virtues that make men. The probleni, of 
good citizenship is a problem of produc- 
ing good men and wegnen.

In my regiment there 
served under me, in the ranks, a son of 
General Hood, who commanded at times 
the confederate army against General 
Sherman. The enly captain whom I had 
the opportunity of promoting to first 
rank and to whom this promition was 
given for gallantry on the field, was 
Micah Jenkins, of South Carolina, the 
son of a confederate general, whose name 
you will find recorded among those who 
fought at Cnickamauga. Two of my 
captains, by, by a strange fatality, the 
best two captains, were killed at San- 
tiago—one was Allyn Capron, the fifth 
in a line who, from father to son, had 
served in the regular army of the United 
States; who had served in every war in 
which our. country had been engaged. 
The other—Buck O'Neill—his father had 
fought undér Meagher, when, on the day 
at Fredericksburg, his brigade left more 
men under the stone wall than any other 
brigade did. I had in my regiment men 
from the north and south; men from the 
east and west; men whose fathers had 
fought under Grant and whose fathers 
had fought under Lee; college graduates, 
capitalists’ sons, wage workers, the man 
of means, and the man who all his Hfe 
had owed each day’s bread to the day's 
toil. I had Catholic, Protestant, Jew and 
Gentile. Among my captains were mén 
whose forefathers nad been among the 
first white men to settle on Massachu- 
setts bay, and on the banks of the James, 
and others whose parents had come from 
Germany, from Ireland, from England, 
from France. They were all Americans 
and nothing else, and each man stood 
on his worth as a man ‘to be judged by 
it and to succeed or fall accordingly as 
he did well or ill. Compared to the giant 
death wrestles tnat reeled over the 
mountains round about this city, the fight 
at Santiago was the merest Skirmish, but 
the spirit in which we handled ourselves 
there, I hope, was the spirit in which the 
men had nandled themselves in the big 
war, and the spirit in whtch we have got 
to face our duties as citizens if we are to 
make this republic what it must be 
made.

General Chaffee Informs the War 
Department That the Moros

‘ie. ss States. 


Manila, September &.—General Chaffee 
has ordered General Summer, command- 
img the department of Mindanao, to lead 
&@ column against the Macin Moros. In 
his order General Chaffee suggests that 
eight companies of infantry, two troops 
of cavalry and one battery shall form at 
Camp Vicars, Island of Mindanao. It ig 
expected that the column wi!!] move with- 
in a week. Most of the attacks upon the 
American forces have omginated tn the 
Macin country. This movement is to be 
directed ag2'nst hostiles, several of whom 
are enumerated in Generals Chaffee's 
order, 

General Summer ts directed to require 
the hostiles to give a satasfactory pledge 
to refrain from aggression in the future. 


There are several Moros strongholds in 


the Macin courtry. It is not definitely 


‘known where the first opposition will be 


encountered. This will depend upon Gen- 
eral Summer’s course after moving. Gen- 
eral Summer ts directed to protect the 


friendly natives. 


Moros Attack the Troops. 
Washington, September 8.—The war de- 


_Partment has received a cable dispatch 


from General Chaffee dateq Manila, Sep- 
tember 6, stating that an attack was 
made on the United States troops at 
Matiling Falls, 7 miles from Camp Vicars, 
by Moros, September 1. First Lieutenant 
William M. Parker, Eleventh infantry, 


_ and twe soldiers were wounded, and one 


Soldier killed. 

General Chaffee also says: 

“Have authorized Brigadier Genera! 
Samuel Summer to move troops into 
Macin country and exact promise of 
§00d behavior in future from datos and 
followers. Troops have been attacked 
twelve times since May 2, with loss to 
and twelve wounded. 
We have remained all the time quiet, 
seeking friendship; in action self de- 
fence only.”’ 

The last part of General Chaffee's dis- 
patch evidently is intended to inform 
the war department that the army has 


been acting wholly upon the defensive 


in the Moro country. His instructions 


‘have been to do nothing which would 


provoke a conflict with the Moros, and 


_the positton of the war department is 
that if there jis a conflict it must be 


justied by the aggressions of the Moros.

Havana, September 1.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—What would Washington 
and Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton 
have accomplished with a Latin-Amer- 
ican-Cuban-African congress, with indus- 
tries paralyzed, with a wild and de- 
termined scramble for office? What 
would they have done if while strug- 
gling to rehabilitate agriculture and com- 
merce, pay the national debt, fill an ex- 
hausted treasury, counting upon the co- 
operation of congres and the support 
of the people, congress occupied itself 
with wrangling over a municipa) fran- 
chise granted by the city of Philadelphia 
or other town? This is the condition here 
in Cuba. 

It seems a selfish act on the part of 
Secretary Terry to resign and devote 
himself to his private interests and en- 
tertainment just at this time. He should 
not have accepted office unless he geri- 
ously intended to sacrifice himself, and, 
even though he met failure at the outset 
in accomplishing some of his plars, he 
should have stohbd by the president at 
this critica! time and lent him encourage- 
ment and sympathy.

Many 
hundreds of acres will be devoted to cat- 
tie raising, once a very important indus- 
try of the island. ‘Ihe natural pasturage 
as a rule is good, and the soil is so fertile 
that forage is readily raised. Il know of 
s0me fields that four weeks ago were 
being plowed, in the usual manner here, 
scratching the ground with 4a pointed 
Stick, and today the corn is in tassel. The 
Knowledge tha@ the sea isiand cotton at- 
tains perfection in Cuba is exciting much 
interest. Sugar and tobacco will always 
hold their own, but they will never again 
driva out the production of other things, 
articles of utinty and luxury, products 
which can supply .the markets in the 
States during the season when prices are 
highest, besides other products which can 
not be raised to’advantage in the states. 
California fruit fnhen are beginning to 
look toward Cuba, and they will, doubt-

Berlin, September 8.—The marine min- 
istry has given out the following official 
report of the sinking of the Firminist 
gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot: 

“Captain Eckermann, of the Panther, 
had received orders to capture the pirat- 
ical gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot. The Pan- 
ther went therefore from Port-au-Prince 
to Gonaives, where it completly surprised 
the Crete-a-Pierrot. The German com- 
mandant sent the following ultimatum: 

“ ‘Strike your colors within fifteen 
minutes and disembark from your ship 
without undertaking any defensive meas- 
ures whatever, otherwise an immediate 
attack will follow.’ 

“The Panther had already cleared for 
action. The Crete-a-Pierrot hauled down 
her flag within thg allotted time and the 
crew disembarked. The Panther’ then 
intended to take the Crete-a-Pierrot in 
tow, but an explosion of her after pov® 
der magazine soon occurred, which 
was evidently effected by the Crete-a- 
Pierrot’s crew. The explosion destroyed 
her stern and set the vessel on fire, ren- 
dering taking her in tow impossible, es- 
pecially as further explosions followed. 
As this was regarded as a hostile act, 
and as the guns afore were still in con- 
dition, the Panther's captain caused the 
forward magazine to be exploded through 
a cannonade. After this was exploded 
the Crete-a-Pierrot broke up and sank. 
The admiral was on board with the 
rebels. 

“Gonaives is in the hands of the rebels.”’ 


United States Will Do Nothing. 

Washington, September 8.—As was ex- 
pected, Mr. Powell, the United States 
minister at Haiti, reported promptly to 
the state department the sinking of the 
Haitien gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot by the 
German gunboat Panther. The minister 
promised to make an extended report by 
email. 

The navy department also was informed 
of the event in the following dispatch re- 
ceived from Commander McLean, in 
command of the United States cruiser 
Cincinnati: 

“German gunboat Panther sunk Crete- 
a-Pierrot at Gonaives. Crew escaped. 
Panther returned to Port-au-Prince.’ 

As matters stand there is nothing to be 
done by the state department at this 
juncture. The officials have not changed 
their view that the incident was one be- 
tween the German and Haitien govern- 
ments, and that it was not our business. 
No American interests have been affected 
unfavorably, in their judgment, and as 
the United States has not recognized the 
revolutionists in Haiti, there is no one 
to make complaint to this government. On 
the whole, it is felt that the termina- 
tion of Killick’s careg@ in .summary 
tashion may have a salutary effect, not 
only in Haiti, but also in South and 
Central American countries, 
tofore the slightest revoXitionary  dis- 
turbance has\ been made the pretext for 
vexatious and expensive’ § interference 
with foreign merchant vessels.

TWO /DESPERADOES KILLED. 


POSSE IN TENNESSEE RUN DOWN 
MURDERERS. 


Templeton and Wright Had Killed 
Six Men Each—Latter Was an 
\ Escaped Convict. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 8.—A spe- 
cial to The Sentinel from Rogersville, 
Tenn., says that Jim Wright and John 
Templeton, two’ noted Hancock county 
desperadoes, were killed and Wright's 
Son was captured by a posse of twenty- 
five, headeq by Joe Moss, of Gate City, 
Va., early this morning. Templeton was 
instantly killed in the first engagement 
about 10 o’clock and the boy was captur- 
ed simultaneously. Jim Wright, how- 
ever, retreatéd to a nearby house, where 
he engaged the officers until daylight. 
when, he was routed out and killed, as 
he could not be taken alive. Wright 
was an escaped convict from the Tennes- 
see penitentiary, where he was serving 
a sentence for murder. Wright and 
Templeton are said to have Killed 4s 
many as six men each. In the engage- 
ment this morning Wright shot and 
perhaps fatally wounded George Wolf, 
of Spears Ferry, Va., and Jack Roegers, 
of the vicinity in which the killing oc- 
curred. The scene of action was about 18 
miles east of Rogersville. Moss had been 
on the “still-hunt’ for Wrigh@ amd 
Templeton for many weeks.

It has been the one aim of 
the University to have every section and 
each county in the state represented, so 
that the influence of the University will 
extend farther than ever before and in 
lessen that prejudice which 
‘still exists in the minds of many against 
B college training. 

During the summer many 


steps have 


“been taken to inform the public of the 


true condition of affairs at Athens. To 


this end catalogues have been sent broad- 


cast over the state by the thousands, 
the University bulletins have. kept the 
alumni in touch with the undergradu- 


‘ates, and many other methods of equal 


value have. been tried. Then, too, the 
University boys have been working on 
their friends and acquaintances. 

Ali these methods combined have cre- 
ated a marvellous interest in the work of 
the college. For the past two years, ever 
since Chancellor Hill took charge of the 
University, there has been an increase 
of interest in every department.. 

During the session of 1900-1901 there was 
the largest attendance the University 


_has ever known, but this was caused by 
“the knowledge that it was the last year 


that the one-year law course would be 
in existence, for of the three hundred 
and twenty-six boys in attendance that 
lawyers. The 
next year there was a slight drop in the 
tctal attendance but a large increase in 
the academic department. The chancel- 
lo¥_and the faculty are confident that in 
the next few years five hundred. young 
men will be in attendance at the Univer- 
sity, and all their efforts are bent to 
this end. 

There is probably no coliege of any 
gize or state university where an educa- 
tion can be had so cheaply. The Univer- 
sity has at present two domitories ac- 
commodating about one hundred and 
fifty boys. In the old dormitory the stu- 
dents furnish the rooms and pay no 
rent, in the new one the rooms are furn- 
‘Ishead at a cost of $1 a month. 
Denmark Hall, the new dining hall, ac- 
commodates one hundred and fifty board- 
ers at the low cost of less than $8 a 
month. This is rendered possible by the 
fact that Colonel Snelling has donated 
his services free to this institution. 


*Matriculation fees range from $17 to $20 
for the entire year, and a fair average 


of all expenses will not exceed $125*for 
the college year. Every room in both 
dormitories has been filled. 

A Number of Changes. 

The students returning to the university 
will note a number of changes and be 
faced by many questions of interest. The 
foremost will probably be that of the 
oratorical contest. This question has 
been discusssed a number of times by 
those interested and the unanimous re- 
sult has always been ffat certain changes 
should be made. What steps will be 
taken are uncertain. It was proposed last 
June to drop out of the association, sup- 
plying its place with local debates. Nego- 
tiations were commenced by Professor 
Park. instructor in public speaking, to- 
ward this end, but after some discussion 
the matter was postponed until this 
geason. Professor Park believed that the 
system of marking was unfair, that the 
contest assumed to itself importance it 
did not deserve, and that it gave the 
people of the state a wrong opinion of 
oratory. He contemplated debates with 
Sewanee, North Carolina and other col- 
‘Jeges where the true are of speaking the 
thought and the substance would count 
for more than it does in the present 
declamation contest. Since that time Pro- 
fessor Park has taken a year's trip 
to Europe for the purpose of studying 
in German universities, but unless certain 
changeé are made the contest this year 
will lack the presence of a university 
representative. 

The success of the winter school in 
agriculture has encouraged the faculty 
to conti in this work, and three 
months next winter will be devoted to 
this purpose, tuition being absolutely free. 
It has aleo brought about a number of 
changes in the regular agricultural 
course. tending toward convenience and 
increase in attendance agd progress in 
studies. ~ 

A untversity printing press will probably 
do all the university work this year. This

| DEATH OF MAJOR R. A. BACON. 


PROMINENT GEORGIAN DIES AT 
ASHEVILLE, N. C. 


Was the First Secretary of the Geor- 
gia Railroad Commission—Had 
Long Been in Ill Health. 


Columbus, Ga., September 8.—(Special.) 
Major Robert A, Bacon, of Columbus, 
died this morning at Asheville, N. C., 
presumably of heart failure. He had 
been in ill health a number of years, and 
in his vain search for health had visit- 
ed several of the famous European re- 
sorts. The remains will be buried in 
Columbus on Wednesday. . 

Major Bacon was 61 years of age, and 
is survived by a sister, Mrs. Henrietta 
McDonald, of Alexander City, Ala. Cap- 
tain John Bacon McDonald, the Philip- 
pine hero, is his nephew. 

Major Bacon was born and reared in 
Columbus, being a son of 'the late Dr. 
J. E. Bacon, an eminent physician. He 
was in the civil war, going out with 
the Columbus Guards. For many years 
he was agent at Columbus for the old 
Montgomery and West Point road. He 
was the first secretary of the Graysville 
Mining and Manufacturing Company. He 
owned an orange grove at Perry, Fia., 
and had interests at Greenville, Miss. 
At one time he was prominently connect- 
ed with Virginia railroads. 

Major Bacon was one of the “most 
versatile and genial of men, and thou- 
sands of Georgians will be pained to 
hear of his death. He was never mar- 
ried.

The primary for the selection of 
nominees for mayor and _ other 
city offices has been fixed by 
the action of the city execu- 
tive committee for the ist of Oc- 
tober, instead of the date in Novem- 
ber originally determined upon. This 
change meets the approval of all the 
candidates for the first office in the 
gift of the city, though there is some 
evidence of opposition on the part of 
men who had expected to become can- 
didates for the minor city offices.

The change of the date of the pri- 
mary cuts short the time in which 
voters can register and it is well for 
all to take notice that there remain 
but ten days in which to qualify them- 
selves.

The President in the South. 

The brief tour of President Roose- 
velt through the Piedmont region of 
the south is not likely to be signalized 
by any personal or political sensation. 
His visit to the convention of the Lo- 
comotive Firemen at Chattanooga is 
one of personal good will to a body of 
most deserving and heroic working- 
men of the ration. His short stops 
elsewhere will be but calls of cour- 
tesy. 

The southern people will cheer him 
on his way and suow him the fullest 
measures of their fine hospitality. The 
chief magistrates of the nation have 
always obtained respectful receptions 
from the southern people, who are 
true Americans and proud of their gov- 
ernmental representatives, even when 
not in thorough accord with their po- 
litical policies. President Roosevelt 
found this to be true on his visit to the 
Charleston exposition and was not 
chary in gracious commendations of 
that experience. 

It is hardly conceivable that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would, under present 
conditions, make a distinctly political 
tour of the southern states. As a stu- 
dent of history and post-bellum poli- 
tics he is sane enough to know that 
by that adventure he ‘could neither 
help himself nor his party. The south 
is politically opposed to the policies: of 
the republican party in general and 
even more so to some of the specific 
ideas of the president. Whatever leav- 
en may he working in sontherp com- 
munities to give republicanism a bet- 
ter name and status in these regions 
is as yet working unseen and by such 
slow degrees as cannot be fairly pre- 
sumed or safely measured. 

At any rate, the era has not arrived 
for a propaganda led by a partisan 
president. The present incumbent 
well knows the fact and is wise 
enough to divest his presence among 
the southern peoples of the slightest 
political significance. If he shall be 
able in the future to show himself a 
statesman stronger fot righteousness 
than his: party and a leader for truly 
popular reforms against special inter- 
ests and monopolies, he may hope af- 
ter that to find a iarger personal and 
political cltentel in these regions. 
For the present, however, he comes as 
“the president” simply and as such his 
welcome will be as honest and hearty 
as southern welcomes always are.

Very few replies have as yet been re- 
ceived to Governor Longino’s circular let-

Mr. Houston moved that Mr. Adamson 
be accepted as a member from the third 
for that particular meeting. He 
the gentleman had been elected by 
citizens of that ward as an alternate 
when the committee members’ were 
chosen las* fall. 

Captain Brotherton said that it was the 
custom not to supply vacancies for a 
meeting.

HOWELL RESIGNS AT. ONCE. 


Will Ask That Resignation Take 
Effect Immediately—Johnson 
and Woodward To Stay. 

AS a result of the action of the city ex- 
ecutive committee tn changing the date of 
the primary from November 4 to October 
1 Councilman kK. P. Howell, of the sev- 
enth ward, will tender his resignation to 
Mayor Mims, to take effect immeatately. 
Neither Aldermarm Woodward or Alder- 
man Johnson, the two other candidates, 
will resign. ‘They both reached that de- 
termination some time ago, and neither 

one has changed his mind. 

When asked for his views about fthe 
action of the city executive committeé 
Captain Howell said:

break the tie. 

“Late Saturday night | was informed 
that a petition had been circulated among 
a part of the committee requesting the 
chairman to call a meeting to consider 2a 
change of date itn the primary. ‘This 
morning several of the committeemen 
stated to me that the date of the primary 
had been originally set for November 4, 
in onder to afford time to fully investigate 
the question of eligibility which had been 
recently raised from some quarter, and to 
give time to remedy by legislation any 
technical difficulty that might be discov- 
ered, but that the opinions of the many 
eminent tawyers recentiy published had 
settled definitely any doubt as to my eli-r 
gtbility—1l any genuine doubt had ever 
existed. That on this account no further 
investigation was necessary, and that

primary. 

“At a meeting Of my campaign commit- 
tee, held early ttiis morning, | quoted 
these expressions and stated that if my 
friends held @ similar view of the situa- 
tion, ! would personally preter an early 
primary. Forrest Adair, chairman of my 
campaign committee, then addressed to 
the city executive committee a communl-

Dr: Broughton Declares He Has Not 
Abandoned Work, but Offered 
To Let Conference Aid 


 Bim—He Is Differed 
With. 


As a result of the action of the Baptist 
sAinisters’ cchference in appoirting a, 
‘committee yesterday to take up the 
fescue mission work, there has arisen a 
Serious misig derstanding that threatens 
to widen the breach that seems to exist 
between Dr, Broughton and the conserva- 
tive Baptists of \ie city. 

After the Meeting yesterday morning 
Dr. W. W. Landrum stated that the 
Tabernacle church had abandoned tae 
Rescue Mission that has been under the 
direction of Dr. Broughton for a year, 
and that 4 committee consisting of Dr. 
Landrum, Dr. White and Dr. Purser had 
beén appointed by the conference to 
take charge of the work. 

' Dr. Broughton, when seen in regard to 
the matter, stated tn vigorous terms that 
the Tabernacle had not abandoned its 
Rescue Misssion and had never enter- 
tained the idea of giving over the matter 
to the ministers’ conference. He said 
that he had gog> hefore the meeting in 
a spirit of harmony and Christian fellow- 
ship and had given the other Baptist 
ministers the oppcetunit; em joining in 
the work. Dr. Broughton said that he 
expected the offer to be accepted in the 
same manner. 

He said that abandonment of the work 
which the ministers alleged had never 
been considered by him or the Taber- 
nacle and that his only action was for 
cooperation, and indicated that the 
whole matter was the result of the op- 
opposition to his views on “‘alien immer- 
sion.”’ 

The Baptist ministers’ conference evi- 
Genfly thought otherwise, for Dr. Lan- 
drum stated that he would never ac- 
cept the place till it was put wholly ix 
the hands of the conference. 

“At the Baptist ministers’ meeting this 
morning,” said Dr. Lanirum, ‘Rev. J. 
C. White, of the Second church, report- 
ed that the committee on city missions. 
of which he was the chairman, had de- 
termined to take up rescue work. He said 
that the Rescue Mission of the Taber- 
nacle church had been abandoned and 
that Mr. Jarvis, who had been working 
for that church, desired to come under 
denominational auspices hereafter. 

“Dr. Broughton expressed himself as 
willing to cooperate with the city mis- 
sion committee of the conference, com- 
posed of Drs. White, Landrum and 
Purser. 

‘It t#¥ undérstood that the committee 
will not use the old Tabernacle site at 
the corner of Decatur street aigt Central 
avenue, but will secure the services of 
Mr. Jarvis and operate in a more suit- 
able locality.’’ 

“Not Abandoned,” Says Broughton. 
' To this statement Dr. Broughton ob- 
jects. 

“T have never heard anything about the 
Tabernacle’s abandoning the rescue mis- 
sion work on Central avenue,” ie said. 
“Last July when we were beginning our 
tent work under the auspices of the city 
mission committee of the Tabernacle, we 
suspended the old rescue mission with 
the expressed purpose of taking up the 
work this fall and carrying {t on during 
ene winter. 

“When I came home tast week Mr. 
Jarvis, our former superintendent of the 
Rescue Mission, came to me for a talk 
on the subject and suggested that per- 
haps it would do good to get all the 
Baptist churches into the mpvement. 

“I agreed tyytalk to E. H. Peacock, 
superintendent of our city missjons, about 
it. After the talk we decided to allow 
the pastors to come in with us in the 
Rescue Mission. 

“This morning I m@de the statement to 
the pastors’ conference expressly stating 
that if they did not care to go in with 
us we would go on alone. 

“Dr. White said that he told Brother 
Jarvis that he would be unwilling to 
have anything to dv with it uniess it was 
gatiefactory to me. It was then sug- 
gested a committee would be formed to 
represent the pastors {n the matter. I 
do not know what the committee did. & 
only know that it was never hinted that 
the Tabernacle was going out of the 
business of running a rescue mission (r 
men. 

« “We have not turned over anything to 
anybody for any purpose.” 

Dr. Broughton further said that he had 
heard nothing about changing the site of 
the mission and that if such action was 
tsken without consultation with the rep. 
resentatives of. the Tabernacle church, 
he would consfier the movement as for- 
eign to thé Rescue Mission of the 
Tabernacle, and that the latter would ea 
continued as it always had been run. 

Dr. Broughton said that in accepting 
the offer the conference had utterly ig- 
nored hig agli had not even recognized 
him in the matter by putting him on the 
committee, as he would naturally expect. 

He also said that he stated definitely 
before the close of the meeting that his 
offer was not to be considered as aban- 
donment of the work by the Tabernacle.

DECISION DEALS WITH 


State School 
Merritt Wants To Go Into Of- 
~ fice with Terrell Admin- 

istration—No Change 
in Term. 


Attorney General Boykin Wright yes- 
terday decided that the term of the state 
school commissiéner begins on January 
1 and that consequently State School 
Commissioner, G. R. Glenn will hold his 


rresent position until that date instead [ 


of gcing out with the present adminis 
tration. 

The question was recently brought @y 
by Stete School Commissioner-elect W. 
B. Merritt, who wrote Governor Candler 
esking for information as to the date on 
which his term ‘will begin. Commission- 
er Glenn held thet 2s he began his first 
term on January 1, his last term of office 
vould not expire until that day. in 
this opinion he has been upheld by, At- 
tcrney General Wright. 

In his Ictter to Commissioner Glenn, 
explaining his poSition, Attorney Gen- 
eral Wright goes fully into the history 
of the creation of the office of state 
school commissioner and the subsequent 
acts of the lesgisiature concerning this 
matter. | 

He notes the fact that the first state 
school commissioner, who was appointed 
by the governor, vegan his term of office 
cn Januerv 1, and that all his successors 
have entered offiee' on this dav. H2 also 
quotes the amendment to the constitution 
which changed the inethod of selecting 
the state school commissioner and points 
out the fact that, while the amendment 
provides thet the staie school commis- 
sioner shall be elected at the time the 
governor and state house officers are 
elected, It contains nething relating to 
the time when he sha] be inducted into 
otmhce. 

The matter is one in which all the 
cepitol officials are greatly interested. 
It is said that at one time Commissioner: 
elect Merritt agreed that his term did 
not begin until January 1. It was ru- 
mored at the capitol yesterday that the 
movement to get him into office with the 
new legislature is part of an effort to get 
a state scheo) book uniformity measure 
through that bedy. However, there secms 
to be little ground for this statement, as 
Mr. Merritt has never declared himséit 
positively in favor of state uniiormity.

Dear Sir--I am this day in receipt of your 
official request for my opinion as to when 
your term of office as state echool commis- 
Sioner expires, and when your succegsor's 
term will begin. I am also in receipt of a 
letter from Hon. W..B. Merritt requesting 
of me the same information. 

After careful examination of the constitution 
and the constitutional amendment and acs 
bearing upon the questiéW, I have reached the 
conclusion that’syour pregent term of office 
began on January |, +901, and will expi-ve 
January |, 1903. 

The constitution of 1877 declares: 

“There shall be 9 state school commissioner, 
appointed by the governor and confirmed by 
the senate, whose term of office shall be two 
years, and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. * * * 

Code, section. 5907. 

At the time of the adoption of this provision 
of the constitution Dr. G. J. Orr was filling 
out an mnexpired term of four years, ending 
January 1, [88}, hence the first appointment 
under the constitution was January |, 1881, 
the term beginning on that day and ending 
Ja‘giary |, 1883. Dr, Orr was euccessively 
re@ pointed for a term of two years January 
1. 1885, and January |, 1887. Ho died in 
December, 1887, and Judge J. S. Hook wa: 
appointed to fill out his unexpired term. H- 
was reappointed January |, 1889, for the full 
term of two years. On January |, 1891 
Prof 8. D, Bradwell was appointe1 and was 
reappointed January |, 1893, his term ex- 
piring January |, 1895, when Governor A-t 
kinson appointed Dr. G. R. Glenn for the full 
term of two years, ending January |, 1897. 

By act approved December 18, 1894, the 
ccnstitution was amended so as to change 
the method of eelecting the state school com- 
missioner and providing for his election by 
the people. The constitutional provision a3 
thus amended reads as follows: 

‘There shall be a state school commissioner 
elected by tHe peonle at the eame time and 
manner as the governor and state house of- 
ficers are elected, whose term of office shall 
be two years, and until his successor ts elect- 
ed and qualified. * * ®*°’ 

It will be seen that the only change made 
by this amendment was by etriking the words 
‘“‘appointed by the governor and confirmed by 
the senate,’’ and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “elected by the people at the same 
time and manner as the governor and ‘state 
bFouse officers are elected.’’ It did not in 
any way change the term of office, or the time 
when the term should exvire. It was left in 
these particulars preciscly ae it was before 
the amendment. If the legislature intende1 
to change the time when the term should 
hegin from January Ist to the time when the 
governor and state ha.use officers are inducte] 
into office and thereby curtatl the state school 
commissioner's term by something over two 
monthe in the first election held under the 
amendment,. it certainly would have used ex- 
plicit language to accomplish this purpose. 
The first election hy the people held under 
this amendment was in the general election 
of 1898. If the commissioner elected at th» 
general election of that year had been com- 
missioned in the first week of the meeting 
of the general assembly as other state house 
officers were, the then Incumbent would have 
been deprived of somethirg over two months 
of his term of office. There is nothing in the 
constitution as amended or In the acts of th* 
legislature showing any such purpose on the 
part of the legislature when it change? it from 
being an appointive to an elective office. 

It is mv opinion, therefore. that the then 
incumbent of the office In 1898 held unfii! 
the first of January, 1899, and that each of 
hie successors have held for two years be 
ginning January {st after the general election. 

It will be observed that there is nothing 
in the provisions with respect to this office 
making its term the same as that of the gov- 
¢rnor and other state house officers. or Indeed 
changirg its term in anv respect from be- 
ginnine ae heretofore on January Ist and ex- 
piring two years thereafter. It is my opinion. 
therefore. as before stated, that your pr-sent 
term will not expire until January |, 1903.

I have 
tried to recall every visit that I have paid 
within the last twelve months to the office of 
any Atlanta lawyer, and I do not remember 
to have been ‘in the offices of exceeding half 
dozen within that time. I am. thus particu- 
lar, because I do not wish any of my friends 
at the bar to think that I have called on some 
and neglected others. Each of the visits in 
question were on other business. This state- 
ment is. probably unnecessary, for all of the 
bar who have any practice in the courts know 
that for the last seven years ‘my official du- 
ties have demanded so much of my time that 
my social duties have necessarily been neg- 
lected. ¢ 

‘“‘Ae to his general. statement that he finds 
the bar of Georgia to be against him, and 
for me, I am glad to believe that he is correct. 
But that I have ever in my capacity as judge 
of the superior court sought to use my of- 
ficial position to advance my personal inter- 
ests is a statement that does me a great in- 
justice and has no foundation tn fact, I have 
presided over tnany of the courts In the vari- 
ous circuits of this state. I have hélped my 
brethren on the ‘superior court bench over 
the state whenever they have needed my ser- 
vices and have represented them where it was 
so that I could eerve them without negiect- 
ing my own courts. This has generally been 
in cases of sickness in their families or of 
themselves or to try cases for them wherein 
they were diequalified, and also in some in- 
stances they have heki my courts, -and it 
has been a great pleasure for mie to repay 
their services by like. work. I have never 
declined the invitation’ of a brother judge to 
hold a court for him where he was preventel 
by providential cause, or for any good reason 
wanted my services. 

‘In this way I have made the acquaintance 
of a great many of the best people of this 
state. and have met a large proportion of 
the bar of the state. And if from their per- 
sonal knowledge of my work as judge, and of 
my administration of the law, they are for 
me. then I am to be congratulated, and I 
certainly am gratified to know from Judge 
Hammond of their approval of my candidacy, 
bowever much it may grieve him or he a 
eource of regret or pain. The support of the 
bar of Georgia for a seat on the bench of the 
state’s highest court is an honor that any 
man should be provd of. And I am sure 
that no one, however prejudiced he might be 
against the lawyers, would euppose for one 
instant that if I was either incompetent or 
corrupt, I would have the support of such 
men as go to make up the Georgia bar.’’ 

Judge Hammond Replies. 

In reply to the foregoing statement from 

Judge Candler, Judge Hammond had the 


following to say last night: 

I have read with much interest the reply 
cf Judge Candler to what I had to say to 
the press in reference to the supreme court 
iudgesbip for which he and I are candidates 
The judge doubts the propriety of a reply ‘to 
me, but nevertheless goes on to make it. 1 
do not know why he has any doubt as to the 
rroprieties of the matter, because I feel adBur- 
ed that he has the same res t for me that 
I entertain for him. I etated what I believed 
to be facts and am glad to have had frem 
him an explicit denial. But I must say that 
Lis denial is more lIike a special plea than a 
plea to the merits. He denies that my infor 
mation is correct that he has gone to practi- 
eally every law office in Atlanta and solicited 
the support of the Atlanta lawyers, bui 4oes 
Lot deny the fact of having made the solici- 
tetion. He is very explicit in his statement 
that he has not visited them in their offices 
and is also explicit in the statement that he 
has not solicited the support of each of 
them. 

Now th: facts are these: After I begame a 
candidate I spoke to several members of the 
bar who were my close friends, and foun 
they had been pledged to Judge Candler by a 
personal solicitation on his part made long 
before there was a vacancy. This made me 
stop and réfiect. I asked a friend to see if 
he could not find a few membere of the bar 
who had not been approached by Judge Cand- 
ler and secure me their support. After going 
to a great many of them he came to my of 
4te and told me that all he had seen were 
pledged and that he believed Judge Candler 
had gone into all the law offices in Atlanta 
and secured personal pledges. He cold not 
find enough unpledged men to form a nucleus 
for an orgenized support of me at the bar, 
I was absolutely amazed and spoke what I 
had heard In the columns of the press. Judge 
Candler denies having ‘‘gone to the offices,’’ 
ahd having pledged ‘each’ one, but makes 
no denial of the main fact I stated. 1 have 
read with great care what he said, and cannot 
find anything more than a special plea to 
my statenent. . 

Again. He takes advantage of what I said 
to construe it into an admission on my par: 


. cuit, 


| that he is the unanimous choice of the Atlanta 

Lar. He says: 

“I am greatly pleesed to know frum 50 
authentic a siurce that I have practically the 
unanimous support of that strong and able 

.. There are none more familiar with .the 
respective merits of Judge Hammond and my- 
eeff than the Atlanta bar. He has practiced 
law with and presided over it for thirty 
years. I have been associated with it fer 
twenty years. This bar has had every oppor- 
tunity for knowing us both, and I am pleased 
to know from him that they are for me.” __ 

I suppose that Judge Candler means by this 
far° my superior, and that the Atlanta bar 
has so declared. He takes great apparent 
pride in this fact. 


‘Now I am perfectly willing to admit Judge 

Candler’s superiority to me in many very im- 
Periant respects, but I did not make the ad- 
mission which he assumes in the foregoing 
language and in which he seems to take so 
much pride. My object was to try to explain 
the ‘“‘apparent’’ voreference of the Atlarta bar 
for him over me. I am sorry he overlooked tha 
word ‘‘apparent.’’ 

Again, Judge Candler ¢qually prides him- 
seif on my admission that the bar of _the 
state prefers him to me. Here again he over- 
Icoked the word ‘‘apparent.’’ 

Again. He says (in substance), In ex- 
t’aining his holding court in so many cou#ies 
in Georgia, that he has done it at the request 
ot his brother jucges. He does not deny tgat 
bé has been all over the state (a record un- 
surpassed), but feels great pride in having 
made so fine an impression everywhere he fias 
been. My information is that Judge Candler 
ras systematically planned to hold. court ‘“‘in 
every cctnty in Georgia,’’ 
worked to that end for many years. I hava 
heard (though I confess I cannot remember 
who said it), that he said he had nearly ac- 
complished this feat, several years ago, and 
that he expected to succeed before he retirei 
trom the bench. [| repeat that such a ‘revrd 
fs unprecedented. I did not say that these 
lawyers ‘“‘approved of’’ Judge Candler’s can- 
didacy. He draws a wrong inference frcm tny 
statement. This again is special pleading. Il 
said that many of them had written me that 
they were ‘‘pledged’’ to him and therafore 
could not support me. 

When Judge Candler is elected to the au- 
preme bench (and I doe not wish him to taiy 
this as an admission on my part that he 
will be), I hone and believe that he will 
look more closely into the cords that will 
come before him than he h into the real 
meaning of my communications to the public 
through the press. 4 

I wish to say one thing tn closing. I have 
great respect for Judge Candler, and do not 
like to be thought of as criticising him. I 
will not try to catch him in his words in 
anything he may feel inclined to say. But 
why does he not resign the office he now 
holds, as so many distinguished men have done 
before him, end come down on a level with 
me? I have heard the opinion freeiy ex- 
pressed that he ought to do this. I am run- 
ning before the people of Georgia fer the 
highest judicial office in their gift. I am in 
the ranks of the profession. Judge Candler 
has much the advantage of me because he is 
now occupying one of the highest judicial 
offices in Georsia. We are not an an équal 
fcoting. 


NO CHANGE YET IN THE RACE. 


Candidates for the Supreme Court 
Hard at Work Among 
Their Friends. 


So far there has been no change in the 
situation of the race before the people 
for the judgeship of the supreme court. 
It was reported yesterday that the ac- 
tion of the state committee would prob- 
ably result in the withdrawal frcm the 
race of Judge Richard 3B. [T.ussell, of 
Jackson, but go far he has not announced 
his intention of retiring. His friends in 
the committee were anxious to fave it 
declared that the committee had no right 
to nominate a candidate and then let the 
matter go to a primary and convention. 
This plan was defeated, as has been 
stated. 

Judge John S. Candler’s friends claim 
that if the committee had made a nomi- 
nation it would have gone to him, as they 
said he had a majority of the committee, 

Judge ‘Candler and Judge W. R. Ham- 
mond, of Atlanta, are in the race to stay 
to the finish, and friends of both are 
hard at work in their interests. 

It 'was reported yesterday that Judge 
George F.. Gober, of the Bhue Ridge cir- 
might ‘enter the race as a result 
of the committee’s action, but he has not 
yet stated what he will do. Politiciaws 
here yesterday, nowever, were of the 
opinion that Judge Gober might be heard 
from.

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ADAMS GOES ON 
SUPREME BENCH 


Well-known Savannah Law- 
yer Is Appointed for the 
Short Term. 


MR. ADAMS WAS INDORSED 
BY THE SAVANNAH BAR 


Governor Learned Before Making the 
Appointment That Mr. Adams 
Would Accept — Name of 
Hon. Thos. Lawson Was 
Also Considered. 


Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
Hon. Samuel B. Adams, of Savannah, 
justice of the supreme court for the in- 
terim until a successor to Justice Hal T. 
Lewis can be elected by the people and 
qualified, 

Mr, Adams will accept the appointment 
for the short term, and will come to At- 
lanta today or tomorrow for the purpose 
of taking the oath of office. He will serve 
as associate justice of the supreme court 
until about November 1, as the new jus- 
tice to be elected by the people cannot 
be qualified until the meeting of the 
legislature, which will have to declare 
the result just as in the case of the vote 
for governor. The legislature convenes 
on October 22, but it will be several 
days after’that time before the result of 
the election can be declared and the new 
justice sworn tn. 

Before making the appointment yester- 
day morning Governor Candler received 
a petition from the Savannah bar, signed 
by more than fifty of. its leading mem- 
bers, urging the appointment of Mr. 
Adams. He also heard from friends of 
Mr. Adams that, if appointed, he would 
accept the position for the short term. 


The other name which Governor Cand- - 


ler had under consideration in connec- 
tion with the appointment was that of 
Hon. 'PEOmas Lawson, of Putnam, for- 
merly a judge of the superior court and 
ex-member of congress from the 
eighth district. 

The Governor’s Order. 

The order issued yesterday appointing 
Mr. Adams is as follows: 

“September 8, 1902. 

“Whereas, the Honorable George F. 
Gober, appointed to the office of associate 
justice of the supreme court to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
Associate Justice H. T. Lewis, has de- 
clined to accept the appointment and a 
vacancy in said office therefore still exes 
ists, it is ord @ed, that the Honorable 
Samuel B. Adams, of the county of Chat- 
ham, be and he is hereby, appointed as- 
soclate justice of the supreme court to 
fill sald vacancy and to serve untt!l the 
next regular election on .he first Wednes- 
day in October, 1902, and until his suc- 
cessor for the balance of the vgexpired 
term has been elected and qualified ac- 
cording to law. A. D. CANDLER, 

“Governor.” 

“Cc. M. HITCH, Secretary Executive 
Department.’’ 

Mr. Adams is one of the ablest and 
foremost lawyers, not only of the Savan- 
nah bar, but of the state. He is the 
senior member of the firm of Adams,: 
Freeman, Denmark & Adams, of Savan- 
nah, and while he has never held official 
position on the bench, it has been be- 
cause he has not sought it. His brother, 
the late Hon. Pratt Adams, was fo 
several years judge of the sitiperior court 
of the eastern circuit. Mr. Adams is 
noted for the intensity and clear per- 
ception which he carries into every mate 
ter of business that demée¢nds his atten- 
tion and the high sense of justice which 
has chigracterized his whole career. He 
is a trustee of the State University, hav- 
ing been named ‘to succeed the late Hon. 
B. A. Denmark, who was his law partner. 
Governor Candler will be generally con- 
gratulated on the strong appointment he 
has made in this case. 

Adams Comes to Atlanta. 


Savannah, Ga., September 8.—(Specital!.) 
Hon. S. B. Adams ‘will accept the ap- 
pointment of justice of the supreme court 
tendered by Governor Candler. He left 
tonight for Atlanta, where he will have 
a conference with the governor tomor- 
row. It is his desire to see if his ac- 
ceptance of the appointment cannot be 
so framed as to admit of his being 
sworn in on October 6 He has a great 
deal of legal business to which he would 
like to devote his attention in the mean- 
whim feeling that it would be to his in- 
terest to conclude his urgent cases before 
rendering himself unable to practice be- 
cause of his acceptance. He feels that 
he can manage this, pecause there will 
be no business demanding the attention 
of the supreme court in the meantime. 

“Yes, I will accept the appointment,” 
he gaid. “I understand that it will not 
be necessary for me to be sworn In un- 
til court meets, on the first Monday. in 
October, which happens to be the 6th 
of the manth. The court has adjourned 
f.& the term and it can do rothing until 
it begins the next term. I will not be 
a member of the court until I am sworn 
in. This being so, I can continue my 
practice until the 6th day of next month. 
I will, therefore, be on the bench only 
about three weeks, and my practice will 
only be interfered with that long.” 

It was rather remarkable that the no- 
tice of his appointment reached = Mr. 
Adams on his birthday, as he was 49 to- 
dav. Mr. Adams is city attorney for 
Savannah. A question now offers as to 
whether he will find it necessary to re- 
sign this position on accepting that of 
supreme court justice. He would not 
commit himself upon this, but Acting 
Mavor James M. Dixon said that 
did not think it would be necessary. The 
duties of city attorney will probably be 
performed while Mr. Adams is on the 
bench by Davis Freeman, of Adams, Free- 
man, Denmark & Adams. Mr. Adams’ 
term as city attorney expires in January 
and he has already announced that it is 
not his intention to stand for reelection. 


Will Urge Judge Russell.

Water Commissioners Will 
Probably Rescind Their 
Former Action. 


PAVING ON PRYOR STREET — 
WILL BE RESUMED TODAY 


Alderman Welch Talks—Says City 
Should Be Paid by County for 
Water Used—Claims That 
the City Needs the 
Money. 


Fulton county will doubtless continue 
to get free water from the city of Ate 
lanta. In all probability the water com- 
missioners will rescind their former ac- 
tion in regard to the cutting off of the 
free water supply to the county. 

Mavor Mims, when seen yesterday, ex- 
pressed himself as being in favor of 
giving the county free water. E. C. Pe- 
ters, who was absent at the last meet- 
ing of the water commissioners, said yess 
terday that he was in favor of the com- 
misisoners continuing to grant free wate@ 
to the county. Samuel W. Wilkes and 
C. A. Barrett have both expressed them: 
selves as favoring the grant of free wa- 
ter to the county, and it is understood 
that J. Sid Holland also favors It. 

This being a mejority of the commis- 
Sioners, it is eltagether probable that 
at the next meeting of the commissioners 
their former action will be rescinded and 
the county will, as heretofore, get its 
tree supply of water from the city. Al» 
derman M. M. Welch, who introduced the 
resolution cutting off the free water sup- 
ply, states that he will not vote to rescind 
unless some good reason is shown for 
such action. 

Believing that the matter will term!- 
nate satisfactorily to the county, Chair- 
man Forrest Adair, of the board of coun¢- 
tv comméssioners, will this morning 1n- 
struct City Engineer Clayton to proceed 
with tlie extension of thé asphalt pave- 
ment on South Pryor street. After the 
action of the water board was taken, 
Chairman Adair notified the city engineer 
not to proceed with the extension, as the 
county would not pay its share of the 
work. The portion of the pavement af- 
fected is between Kenny’s alley and Ala- 
bama street. Should the water board re- 
scind its -action, then the trouble be- 
tween. the city and county wiil be at an 
end and harmony will prevail. | 

Alderman Welch was seen, yesterday af- 
ternoon:and gave out the following state- 
ment of his position: 

“The city of Atlanta is a large part 
of Fulton county and- contributes largely 
to the money the county commissioners 
expend. I have been informed that the 
proportionate amount of county taxcs 
paid by the city is 90 per cent, and it 
seems fo me that on that account it is 
but fair that the county should do its 
proportionate amount of street work and 
other work of improvement inside of the 
city limits. 

“IT had. always understood that the 
work done by the county in the city lint 
its was dorie because of the fact that 
Atlanta is. a nortion of Fulton county 
and not because of anv special considera- 
tion other than the justice and equity of 
a distribution of the profits arising from 
the taxation of all citizens of Fulton 
county. 

“TI have only this view about the wa- 

ter. I ‘found that the city was fur- 
nishing the county free water, approxi- 
mating $5,000 a year, and that it is also 
furnishing free water, amounting to sev- 
eral times that much, to other institu- 
tions that have no legal claims on the 
While I realize that the finances 
of the see are really inadequate to a 
proper maintenance of the different de- 
partments, in fact every department is 
short of funds and crippled for a lack of 
sufficient funds, end the people of At- 
lanta have not the police protection to 
which they are entitled or proper sante 
tary service, and at best numbers of 
children are unable to gain admission to 
the public schools, and many in the 
schools are crowded and inconvenienced, 
I have felt it the duty of every of- 
ficial to cut off every illegal and improper 
expenditure of money, for the purpose of 
bettering as far as possible the different 
departments of the city government, 
which come in such close touch with the 
—-- safcty and welfare of the peo- 
me. 
; Alderman Welch was asked his opinion 
of the action of Chairman Adair in stop- 
ping the work on Pryor street, and to this 
he replied: 

“If the county commissioners feel dis- 
posed to shut off the expenditure of 
public money in the city limits, then the 
voters of the county will take care of 
that question.”

A prominent railroad man from the 
southern part of the state was in Atlan- 
ta yesterday and in discussing the genet- 
al railroad situation, grew enthusiastic 
over the prospects of the Georgia, Fiort- 
da and Alabama, which he believes will 
in a few years be qa trunk line of great 
importance to west Florida and south- 
west Georgta. In speaking of it he said: 

“This road which, like. many of the 
railroads of south Georgia, was originally 
a tram road for the accommodation of 
a big saw mill, will, in the course of a 
few years, develop into a through line 
that will not only do a big: busines, but 
will be a powerful] factor in building up 
the section. through which it passes, 

“The road is nearly into Cuthbert now 
and thé work is being pushed as fast as 
materia] can.be secured. The road is to 
be extended to Columbus, but it is under- 
stood that throwgh setvice will be in- 
augurated as soon as the line reaches 
Lumpkin by means of :a, traffic arrange- 
ment with the Seaboard Air Line. 

‘Whenever this road begins to run 
its trains into Columbus, whether over its 
own rails or over those of the Seaboard 
Air Line, it will at once become a pow- 
erful agent in the development of south- 
west Georgia and west Florida.
